Sarton, Introduction to the History of Science, Vol. II., p. 197, 
gives an account of his work: “‘ He cannot be honoured too much for having 
honestly tried to separate astrological fancies from astronomical knowledge.” 
“William was one of the most accomplished scholars of his time and _ his 
originality was sufficient to cause his orthodoxy to be questioned.”’ 

The present text is his chief work. The bulk of it deals with cosmography 
and astronomy, but the last section, “‘de homine,”’ contains the author’s 
theory of generation.
